OME of th« most Interesting published letters are those expressing 


thanks for hospitality. Tbe late Secretary Franklin K. Lane 
wrote a model "bread and butter" letter to his friend. William 
Phelps Eno, whose horns Mr. Lane enjoyed while his host was In 
Paris. No detail escaped the discriminating aye, and his descrip- 
tion of Mr. Eno's bous° is subtle and genuine praise of his host's 


taste. "Few men," says the letter, "can mould a bit of seashore, some trees, 
an.l a rambling house into an expression of their own dignified and balanced 


natures." 


Thomas Bailey Aldrich wrote a "bread and butter" letter to William 


Dcan.Howells, and suggested that he reside with Howells permanently. He 
says.l"I have few unreasonable wants and never complain when they 
are constantly supplied. I think I could depend on you." However, the 
postscript is the climax: "I sh.iuld want to bring my two mothers, my 
two boys (I seem to have everything In two's), my wife, and her sister." 


A letter of thanks for hospitality is usually successful if the mind 


of the writer dwells, while he Is writing, on the pleasant features of his 
visit. Then his expression will be concrete and definite, and the letter 
sincere and genuine In tone. 


There is u unique "bread and butter" letter by Alice Duer Miller. It 


is a poem, entitled "A Bread and Butter Letter." The poem presents 
a picture of a willow that grow- beside a pool: 


Its long gray branches sweep the marble rim 


And from those waters, shadowy and cool, 


The stars shine large and dim. 


The poem concludes: 


Here in the dusty street there are no trees 


To whisper, and the sky is.dark and gray; 


And yet I see the str.rs, I feel the breeze 


So far, so far away. 


The visit has become a pleasant memory. 
Another type ot letter that every one should master is the letter or 


inquiry. Such a letter is successful if it brings the desired answer, not 
if the reply requests an explanation of the first letter. A letter of inquiry 
(should be preceded by definite, clear thinking, and the questions shouH 
he worded in such a way that they are easily answered. Vague, rambling 
questions are unsatisfactory and irritating. The untrained letter-writer 
often introduces irrelevant matter in a letter of inquiry and sometimps 
produces an unintended humorous effect. 


A development of the letter of inquiry is the questionnaire. This 


method of getting information has become so general that the questionnaire 
type of letter should be studied by all who expect to use it.

suggestions have been found useful: 


1. If possible, do not let the letter 
4. You defeat your own ends It you 


Do not let atternpt to cover too much in one 


question. 


5. Be careful not to ask questions 


that a business house might hesitate 


2. Number the questions. 
to answer. 


3. Frame the questions so definitely 
6. A graceful word of appreciation 


that the reader knows exactly .what is in order, since a questionnaire im- 
they mean.

In wording a telegram, the secretary Bhould remember that the ten- 


word message should be clear without marks of punctuation. The telegram 
must depend mainly on the nouns and verbs to carry the message. Each 
element of the telegram should begin with the same part of speech. For 
example, It is better to word the telegram this way: 


Car wrecked. Baggage lost. Letter follows, than in this way: 
Car wrecked. Lost baggage. Letter follows. 
Each element of the first message begins with a noun.

Many applications have been sug-

The most common is 


ichthyol. This may be used as a 
watery solution, or as an ointment. 
If in water it is usually made up in 
twenty to fifty per cent solution. In 
ointment form it may be used in 
strengths of twenty to forty per cent 
in vaseline. This is painted on the 
affected parts.

Method of Presenting Appeals 


Used in the Supreme 


Court. 


Men familiar with work of the 


supreme court insist that the legal 
profession must bear part of the 
blame for the fact that it is so many 
months behind with its work. Much 
of the delay, it is admitted, is due to 
the fact that the lawyer who brings 
a case on appeal dumps onto the 
court for perusal a complete trans- 
cript of all of the testimony and 
court .rulings below, together with a 
more or less extensive brief in which 
he lists every conceivable assign- 
ment of errors and makes all the 
cittations he can find. 


For some years, a decade ago, the 


court had a rule requiring the at- 
torneys to abstract their cases, that 
is, point out the evidence upon which 
they relied, and also the assignments 
of errors they were actually raising. 
This made so much work for the law- 
yer, 
since he had to do the abstrac- 


ing, 
and it cost him more. He pro- 


tested so much about it that the 
court abrogated the rule, but asked 
and secured of the legislature the 
passage of a law requiring such ab- 
stract. 


The lawyers of the state brought 


sufficient pressure on the legislature 
that at its next session it repealed 
the law, and now about the only 
way in which a case of ordinary 
character can go thru to a speedy 
end, 
is for the lawyers to make 


what is called a stated case, and 
then, if they further agree that it 
shall be heard speedily, it is put 
thru. 


It is also pointed out that the 


mere fact of adding to the number of 
supreme judges does not mean a pro- 
portionate increase in the number 
of cases decided. It has the effect 
of lessening the individual average 
because all decisions are checked in 
consultation, and the more decisions 
the longer the time consumed. 


The notion that the younger judges 


of the court are held back because 
of the supposed slowness of the 
older members is not borne out by 
the records. Judge Letton, who is 
one of the older judges, turnes out 
more opinions than do some of the 
younger ones, and this is not to be 
taken in derogation of the latter for 
all put in all the time available for 
the work. 


The Nebraska supreme court has 


been in existence for more than fifty 
years, and the total number of cases 
it has decided is in the neighbor- 
hood of 22,000. 
In order to avoid 


confusion and hold down litigation 
it is necessary to examine many of 
the decisions after they have been 
written to see that they do not over- 
turn 
previous decisions, and 
to 


take care that a flat rule is not 
adopted which will make for trouble 
in the future when some other cases 
of a similar charcter is up for deci- 
sion.

This attitude on the putt uf 
the judge is in harmonj with the 
supreme court ruling on the memor- 
able Father Murphy case ot a tew 
years back. 


The members who I eared expul- 


sion must now seek recourse 
with 


the high church authorities il tney 
•wish relief. The differences between 
the church and the 
ten members 


who brought the suit are o( long 
standing. 


The whole affair was started about 


two years ago when the church ex- 
pelled seventeen from membership. 
About a year ago ten other members 
the plaintiffs In the present action, 
petitioned the governing body of the 
church for the reinstatement of the 
expelled members. This action the 
plaintiffs charge, incurred for them 
the enmity of the pastor and the 
congregation and steps were taken 
that the second group might also 
be expelled. 


The plaintiffs becoming advised of 


this movement, sought a court order 
restraining the pastor and the con- 
gregation from depriving them 
01 


their rights of membership. 
This 


was granted them in an order signed 
by District 
Judge Morning, Janu- 


ary 19. 
It was shown during the trial that, 


the governing body of the church 
will meet February 14 to hear the 
petition asking the re-instatement of 
the expelled members, and it was the 
desire of T. F. A. Williams, counsel 
lor the petitioners, that an injunc- 
tion prohibiting action of the church 
congregation, be placed in force un- 
til after this meeting.

Gage County Building Bridge and 


Will Run Stream Under It. 


WYMORE, Neb., Feb. 1.— A now 


steel county bridge is being erected 
on the Cornhusker highway, where 
the road leaves Wymore going south. 
The peculiar thing about the bridge 
is the fact that it is on high drj 
land, several hundred feet south of 
the present channel of Indian creek. 
But after the laborers directed by 
the Gage county commissioners get 
the bridge all set up, they will make 
the creek run under the new bridge, 
by diverting the channel, and will 
then fill up the present creek bed 
and remove a wooden bridge which 
has been in service for twenty-eight 
years. The old bridge is too short 
and is at an angle in the roadway 
with a short curve on the north end 
and the Denver-Kansas City line of 
the Burlington railway but 300 feet 
from the curve. 
The change 
is 


made to get a higher and larger 
bridge, a straight line with the high- 
way, a better and farther view of 
the railway crossing, and a straight- 
ening of the channel of the creek, 
and consequently less chance of high 
water troubles.

It is not a very original remark, but worth 


repeating lor the possible benefit of some per- 
sons of more or less tender age, that if about 
half the ingenuity exercised by the crooked 
members of society was employed in forward- 
ing legitimate business enterprise they would 
be ahead financially and gain what is worth 
everything else, tranquility of spirit possible 
only to those who live decently. Every day we 
read of some ingenious plan that some crooked- 
minded person has evolved to clean up some 
money quickly that has resulted only in his or 
her arrest. These lequire mental agility and 
activity; why be a fool and waste effort in a 
thing that doesn't pay? 


Nothing can possibly equal the indignation 


the democratic spokesmen at Washington tell 
the people they possess over' the revelations 
"with respect to republicans who were involved 
in the naval oil reserve scandal. Unless it were 
the indignation that republican senators ex- 
pressed when they were telling us a few years 
ago how President Wilson was selling our lib- 
erties to the league of nations. What is there 
about politics that makes men lose their sense 
of fairness as well as their sense of humor? 
Are they more interested in getting something 
on the other fellow than they are in forward- 
Ing the public interest? 


The farm-labor party is to be reorganized for 


the campaign. One of the curious delusions of 
would-be party leaders is that it is possible to 
get anywhere with a combination of fanners 
and laborers. It is apparently based on the no- 
tion that because the farmer has been getting 
the worst of it in the price adjustment in re- 
cent years he is ready to join with labor, which 
formerly got the worst of it in wage adjust- 
ments. It ignores the fact that one of the rea- 
sons for the high prices of what the farmer 
buys and of which he complains is that labor 
has been getting a higher wage than it for- 
merly did. 


Suppose that it were possible for a farm-la- 


bor party to secure control of the government, 
what would its policy be in a legislative Vay ? 
Take railroad rates, for instance. Rail labor is 
getting about twice what it got in 1914, taken 
as a whole. Rail rates are about 55 per cent 
over what they were, but so high that the far- 
mer is ceaselessly 'demanding a reduction and 
declaring that no profit can lie in farming 
until the products of ajjriculture are transport- 
ed more cheaply. How is it possible to reduce 
freight rates materially without reducing rail 
•wages materially since -wages constitute more 
than half the expense of doing business? On 
•which horn of that dilemma would a farm-labor 
party impale itself? 


We are about to start again electing men to 


send to the 'state capitol to put in four months 
next winter making more laws for us. There is 
a very general agreement upon the proposition 
that we do not need any more laws. Why does 
not some esteemed citizen who desires to be 
embalmed in the pages of history step forward 
and pledge himself to introduce one hundred 
bills repealing one hundred laws on the stat- 
u'e book? It. would be a delight afterwards to 
watch him try to select the hundred he thinks 
we <-ould do without. 


The radical gentlemen who see nothing in 


eithi-r of the existing political parties that is 
of value to them in securing what they want 
are again faithfully planning to launch an- 
other third party. Xow there may be a crying 
need for a third party, but there isn't the slight- 
est chance of one from the source named. Mir- 
acles have happened, but we have yet to read 
m platform upon which all the radicals can 
agree.
